of them, outrageously decorated in H Bogart trench-coats. 
Camel cigarettes dangle from their bored lips. They 
both hold ugly tommy-guns. 
"Now that they are dressed up so funny," you think: 
"I'll bet they are going to pretend not to recognize 
me." You think of smiling, or of waving even, But 
one is always at the fag-end when caught naked and wet, 
There is little to say, nothing to do. The water 
leaks on, You remember the dark caves of Belsen: the 
walls and ceilings were covered with scratches, you 
remember, And they were not necessarily scratches of 
anguish, nor of despair. Maybe just frustration at 
the dying machine which has no concern, none at all, 
for the delightful reaches of the mind, No interest 
in your taste in wines, or some of the good stories 
you can tell, or even your affection for the poetry 
of Donne and Marvell. The baling machine has no 
affection for the life-stuff about to be baled,

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And, of course, I suppose---you remember the re- 
signed eternal moments when you were sluiced down 
onto the bottom of the shower, head turned to one 
side, the whole face turned slack and useless. 

And you remember the stomach you once admired, 
bleakly punched with five holes---and the blood 
turns thick and leaks out between your fingers 
(first second and third) to mix with the grey 
hairs, the strange distant parts you tried to 
never fear again. 

And you know now the tedium of dying, and death--- 
which just stretches on-and-on, with no concern 
for your passions, desires, and fear; stretches on 
and on, the bleak thin yawn of never, the pencil- 
line horizon called always. You, crouched down, 
wet and useless, with your thick juices running 
out of you, down into some grey everywhere, where 
you can never think, or move, or wonder again.
